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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-9 in the reply filed on 13 December 2004 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 81 8.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e)the invention was described in(1)an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chang et 
al. US 6,607,934. 

Chang et al., discloses forming a polymer based micro-machine including 
forming a mold of a design through a lithography process (Fig. 17A (E)), transferring the 
design to a polymer substrate through a hot embossing process (Fig. 17A (G), (H)), 
depositing a metal layer (112) over at least part of the design, and connecting at least 
one electrical lead to the metal layer, also, discloses forming two substrates and 
bonding them together. Also, disclosed is the polymer is PMMA and that various MEMS 
may be formed (see Figs. 17A-18E and related text). 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
